chitecture from 2000 to 2008.

May of next year and also 
includes monthly presentations 
on American land use as seen 


from the air, new approaches 


to making better cities, the 
Gardner Museum renovation, 
green-design myths and a young 
designer's exploration of world 
architecture.

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BSA member wins major copyright case 


Who owns the plans? 


IN 1998, THE BOSTON 
ARCHITECTURE FIRM Warren 
Freedenfeld Associates (WFA)— 
using the AIA owner/architect 
contract document—agreed 
to provide design services for 
a new veterinary hospital in 
Gardner, Massachusetts. In 
the summer of 1999, after WFA 
had prepared drawings for the 
project, the firm and its client 
had a falling out. The architect 
then warned the client in writ- 
ing that the drawings could not 
be used to complete the project. 
When the architect requested 
the return of the drawings, the 
client responded in writing that 
the plans were “useless” and had 
been “discarded.” The client also 
stated in writing its intent to 
hire a “new architect” to com- 
plete the project at a cost in the 
“tens of thousands of dollars.” 
In September 1999, WFA 
and its client entered into a 
written termination agreement, 
which specifically provided that 
the client was prohibited from 
using any WFA drawings to 
complete the project. The agree- 
ment further stipulated that the 
provision in the standard AIA 
contract governing the owner- 
ship of the plans would remain 
in force. The client subsequently 
retained another architecture 
firm to complete the project, 
and the new veterinary hospital 
opened in June 2000. 


Client violates agreement 

In November 2004, WFA 
discovered that a veterinary 
medicine trade publication 
had honored the completed 
project with a design award 
and had credited the successor 
architect—not WFA—with the 
design, although the published 
plan appeared to be WFA’s 
original design. In July 2005, 
WEA filed a copyright-infringe- 
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ment suit against its former 
client in the U.S, District Court 
in Massachusetts. 


Architect “merely a scribe” 

The court dismissed WFA’s 
copyright-infringement claim 
on statute-of-limitations 
grounds. Based upon the 
“discovery rule” applicable 

to copyright-infringement 
cases, the court concluded that 
a reasonably diligent person in 
WEA'’s position would have been 
on notice of the infringement no 
later than June 2000, when the 
new facility opened its doors to 
the public, and that the plans, 
therefore, were in the public re- 
cord as of the fall of 1999, when 
a building permit had been is- 
sued. Therefore, the court ruled, 
the claim was time-barred by 
the applicable three-year statute 
of limitations. 

The veterinarian/client who 
operated the hospital then filed 
a counterclaim against WFA 
for copyright infringement. 

‘The veterinarian asserted that 
he was the joint author and 
therefore was the co-owner of 
the plans. The allegation was 
that the architect was merely a 
scribe and that the architect had 
wrongfully exploited the design 
in subsequent projects. 

The court granted a sum- 
mary judgment for the architect 
because the relevant contractual 
documents including the AIA 
contract indicated that there 
was no intent to treat the client 
as a joint author or co-owner of 
any work prepared by WFA. 

Both WFA and its former 
client appealed the case to the 
First Circuit Court of Appeals. 
The appeal involved both the 
dismissal of the architect’s copy- 
right-infringement claim on 
statute-of-limitations grounds 
and the dismissal of the client’s 


copyright infringement based 
upon the AIA contract. 


Copyright law clarified 

This court reinstated WFA’s 
claim of copyright infringe- 
ment. The court concluded that 
the lower court “incorrectly 
charged [WFA] with inquiry 
notice of the alleged infringe- 
ment.” The higher court was not 
persuaded that the availability 
of the plan and the opening of 
the hospital facility in June 2000 
combined to put the architect 
on “inquiry notice” of the 
infringement, The higher court 
also concluded that there was 
no independent duty on the 
part of an architect to scour the 
local planning board records or 
visit the project site to deter- 
mine whether or not his or her 
intellectual property had been 
infringed. 

The higher court also re- 
jected the client’s appeal. The 
court refused to accept the no- 
tion that the architectural plans 
and drawings were a “work for 
hire” under copyright law and 
were therefore owned by the 
client. The court also concluded 
that the termination agreement 
between the parties did not alter 
the AIA contract language that 
grants the architect ownership 
over the project documents 
prepared by the architect. 

The case clarified the two 
areas of copyright law in favor 
of architects. First, architects are 
under no duty after termination 
from a project to act as detec- 
tives to discover whether former 
clients have misappropriated 
their work. In other words, 
architects should be able to 
presume that clients will honor 
the terms of the AIA contract. 
Second, the AIA contract 
language means what it says— 
architects have sole ownership

of their work unless the parties 
enter into an explicit agreement 
to the contrary.

DELIVERY (IPD) Contract 
Documents. These new standard 
contracts, which implement the 
principles and concepts laid out 
in the AIA’s Integrated Project 
Delivery: A Guide, provide two 
levels of design and construc- 
tion integration. 

The first agreement is tran- 
sitional and serves as a com- 
fortable introduction into IDP. 
The second agreement, which 
addresses single-purpose entity, 
introduces a fully integrated 
way of delivering a construc- 
tion project. Both agreements 
provide a roadmap for imple- 
menting IPD.
